Yonezawa shows a system which uses an IPv6 tunnel broker as a base, and which 
enables the automatic establishment of an optimal tunnel that meets various usage 
conditions and user's needs, while still minimizing application loads (for example, 
FIG. 3 shows an example of such an automatic tunnel establishment, among a tunnel 
client, tunnel broker, and a tunnel server). Aso shows methods for switching over 
to IPv6 or having a co-existence of IPv4 and IPv6, according to requirements of 
usefulness and the settings involved. 

None of those references show the Internet connections system of the present 
application, wherein IPv6 packets are transmitted by a tunneling connection between 
a home network and a server on the Internet, such that terminal (client) devices 
present in a home network can be uniquely recognized and controlled from outside 
via the server, while enabling the free configuration and control by the server of the 
terminal device and all connections to the terminal device.
